It is a record of 
service and reward, but there can be 
no service until there is sa.vation, for

Israel could not serve the Lord till 
they were reueemed 
itherefore the Loru’s message to 
Pharaoh was, ‘Let my son go, that

Census of Forest Products 

The census of the forest products of 
Canada, to be taken on Ist June, 1911, 
will embrace square, waney or flat 
timber. logs for lumber and miscel- 
laneous products. 

In the first ‘class ‘are included ash, 
birch, elm, maple, oak, pine and all 
other timber cut as square, Wanry or 
flat, and in the enumeration will be 
jreported for cubic feet and value. 

Logs for lumber, which are includ- 
jed in the second class, are in such 
jwoods as elm, hickory, hemlock, oak, 
pine and spruce. They will be enum- 
erated in the census by quantities of 
1,000 feet board measure, with value 
in the same unit. 
| Miscellaneous products of the forest 
‘include bark for tanning, fence po-ts, 
firewood, hoop and hop po'es, masts 
and spars, piling, pot and pearl ashes 
|railroad ties, staves, stave-bolts and 
|heading, telegraph poles (including 
telephone and other poles for electric 
wires), wood pulp, and the furs. and 
jskins of forest animals undressed, 
jand they will be enumerated by num- 
ber or quantity and value. 

The census of forest products will 
i be taken chiefly from farmers and the 
lessees of timber limits.

| IN OLD ANNAPOLIS, 


Things Were Primitive But Happy In 
the First Settlement. 


Annapolis, formerly Port Royal, was 
a “garrison town” from the time of 
its founding \by De Monts in 1604, 
until, in 1853, it ceased to be the capi- 
tal of the Province of Nova Scotia, 
and the troops were withdrawn and 
stationed at Halifax, and is therefor 
the oldest settlement in Canada. 

Just how comfortably the early resi- 
dents of Annapolis lived, and with 
how much affluence, is seen in the 


M. Dietville, who was in Port Royal 
about 1699. The town had then been 
settled over ninety years, and so had 
arrived to very fair pretentions as a 
pioneer in the wilderness, athough no 
more progress had been made than 
was the necessary outcome of an in- 
creased immigration. 

Of the residents, Dierville says:— 
“They feed themselves and have sur- 
plus to sell. Hemp and flax prosper. 
Some. use no other cloth but 
spun. The wool is good, and most of 
the inhabitants are dressed in their 
own woollen homespun. Fruits, pulse 
and garden stuffs are excellent. Pro- 
visions are cheap; wheat 40 sous per 
bushel, the bushel weighs forty-one 
and one-half pounds; beef is two sous 
a pound; a pair of chickens, 10 sous;

The first Town Council of Annapolis 


bers of that board were ten in num- 
ber. The first work of this council 
was evidently in the line of superin- 
tendence of public repairs. The town 
was in a bad condition according to 
report of Governor Phillips. When 
he landed in April he found the place 
“in as bad a state as was possible to 
describe, both within and without.” 

The criminal courts of these early 
councils were the occasions of decid- 
edly amusing proceedings. The Jean 
Picot affair and. her sentence to 
“ducking at high water” have become 
familiar in history, and other sen- 
tences to the early offenders of jus- 
tice were equally strange and ridicu- 
lous. In September, 1716, one Robert 
Nicols was charged with assaulting 
one of the officers of the garrison, 
and a court of four councillors found 
him guilty and passed the following 
sentence :— 

“You being found guilty by H. M. 
Council for this Province of the crime 
wherewith thou art charged, the pun- 
ishment, therefore, inflicted on thee 
is to sit upon a gallows three days, 
half an hour each day, with a rope 
about thy neck, and a paper upon 
thy breast whereon shall be wrote, in 
capital letters, “AUDACIOUS VIL- 
LAIN,” and afterwards thou art to be 
whipt at a cart’s tail from the prison 
house up to the uppermost house of 
the Cape, and from thence back again 
to prison house, receiving each hun- 
dred paces five stripes upon your 
bare back with a cat-of-nine-tails, and 
then thou are to be turned over for 
a soldier.” 

Evidently to be a soldier was not 
so high an honor as it once had been. 
Another sentence given in 1732 was 
that the prisoner should be publicly 
whipped ‘‘at the cart’s tail’’ at four 
places in the town, and at each place 
to receive five strines on his bare back 
with a cat-o’-nine tails. 

Piracy was rampant in Annapolis 


ious damage done to the property by 
these attacks, but the cnslaughts were 
usually accompanied with loss of life. 
There was thus a large element of 
precariway towards the prosperity 
with malcontents..on every hand 
spreading dissatisfaction and alarm. 
In August, 1781, the town was at- 
tacked by two rebel schooners carry- 
ing twelve guns each. The ships came 
up the harbor under cover of night 
and landed their men, unobserved. 
It was a genuine freebooters’ ex- 
cursion, with plans well laid and skil- 
fully executed. The garrison was first 
attacked, the sentries silenced and the 
fort taken, while the soldiers slept.

man and boy, locked them in the fort. 
Two of the inhabitants more daring 
than the rest, attempted to escape. 
They were discovered and promptly 
hung from the yard-arm of one of 
the schooners. Their fate served as a 
warning to any others who might be 
disposed to make a dash for freedom.
